fate at the foot of a tree, at least two of his 
executioners meta violent death at the 
hands of lis pals. If the Western bravo 
came to grief, mourning was sure to enter 
the household of at least one of those who 
had contributed to his death, and for this 
reasonit was and is that assassination of re? 
spectable men on the frontier have come to 
be almost entirely unrevenged, and that a 
reign of terror isin full force along the 
extreme Western frontier. : 

Of all the desperadoes that have afflicted 
Kansas with their presence, none can boast 
so bloody and so successful a record as 
Curley Marshall. The latter was.an early 
settler of Kansas, and passed as a non par- 
tizan guerilla through all the warlike strug- 
gles which have so agitated that State. He 
knew neither friend nor foe, for all were 
toes to him alike. Leagiing himself with 
a band of followers, quiet as desperate as 
himself, he murdered and’ robbed both 
Federal and. Confederate sympathizers, and 
was one of the most daring and relentless 
of the rebel horde that raided into Lawrence 
‘at the time ofthe memorable ‘massacre of 
tho inhabitants of that city. His insatiable 
appetite’ for blood displayed itself in its 
most revolting features on this occasion, 
for while ordering his men to shoot only 
males, he himself never fired a shot except 
at women and children, and so deadly was 
his aim that it rarely happened: that his 
selected victim escaped alive. Later in 
life ho entered the Government service as 
ascout, and subsequently as a wagon-mas- 
ter, and professional Indian fighter. His 
wild, restless nature, his immense strength 
and gigantic frame, his known skill with 
the rifle and pistol, and the fact that he 
never left an insule unavenged, enabled 
him to make himself # central figure among 
even the most despera‘e of his class, and 
gained for him o name anda fame that 
haye attached to no bandit or scout that 
has ever tracked the Western prairies. He 
was a man of most remarkable appearance. 
His dress was usually fantastic, and in a 
measure ludicrous, for it combined nearly 
every color of the rainbow, and in its fash: 
ion was allied closely to that of the more 
civilized Indian tribes, among whom he had 
been a frequent traveller, but whom he in- 
variably hated. The Cheyenues, the Big 
Hill Osages, the Arapahoes, tho Pawnees, 
the Kaws, the Sacs and Foxes regarded 
him with mortal aversion, for of all the 
scouts that had encountered them he -vas 
regarded and admitted to be tho chief, and 

no one waggon-master had eyer brought 
his train out so many tough places as had 
Curley Marshal, A story which bears 
every mark of truth is‘ourrent about him 
I heard him relate it myself last November 
when we were snowed in at Pawnee rock, a 
oint seventeen miles distant from Fort 
Dodge. It was terribly cold, Tho snow 
whirled in blinding drifts, half burying my 
ambulance and waggon. The wind had 
the peculiar characteristics of a Kansas 
norther, and chilled every limb and faculs 
ty, until it was with the utmost difficulty 
that we could stir about. Our fire, which 
was built under the lee of Pawnee Rock it- 
self, glared fitfully and threw its light in 
crimson gleams over our couchant forms us 
we huddled close together with hands out

To the Attorney:General’s Bill respecting 
the appointment of Queen's Counsel, Mr. 

Cameron moyéd the amendment of which 

he had given notice in “Committee, which 
in effect delared that the Lieutenunt-Gov» 

ernor had not power to appoint Queen's 
Counsel, but that such power be conferred 
upon him, and that tho patents already 
issued by him be confirmed. Mr. Macdon- 
ald supported the amendment, The Premier 
contended that all it was proposed to do by 
the Bill was to declare what was the exist- 
ing law, so that thece could be no room for 
doubt. Mr. Wella argued that the 44th 
section of the Act uniting Upper and Lower 
Canada, gave the Governor in Council 
power to appoint Queen's Counsel, and that 
the Gdth section of the Confederation Act 
conferred all the power of the former section 
upon the Licut.-Governors. Mr, Hodgins 
said he was obliged inthis ‘matter to take 
issue with his political friends. ‘He held 
that the only powers of the Lieut/Governors 
were statutory powers, and that they ap: 
pointment of Queen’s Counsel was not a 
statutory appointment but depended: upon 
the prerogative of the Crown. Mr. Bethune 
referred to an Act introduced by Sir John 
A, Macdonald in1860, in which the very 
language of this Bill was used, and, in reply 
to the Inst speaker, pointed out that the 
Lieutenant-Goyernors were constantly us! 
ing powors which were not statutory, but 
were implied, as the power to appoint 
Queen’s Coumsel was implied in the Cony 
federation Act. Mr. Rykert supported the 
amendment, upon the ground that in his 
opinion the Lieutenant:Goyernor had no 
such power a3 he was declared to haye by 
Tho Houso haying divided upon 
the amendment, it was lost by a vote of 19 
to 44.

proceed tentatively in the matter before 
entering into so large an expenditure on, as 
he held, defective information as to its pro- 
babiJities of success, Mr, E. B. Wood also 
opposed the Bill, and was replied to by the 
Attorney-General. Mr, Rykert did not 
think it necessary to found asylums for 
gentlemen drunkards, and thought the 
Central Prison would be the proper place 
for reforming the poorer class of inebriates, 
The* debate was continued by Mr. Prince, 
Dr. Clarke, Messrs, Bethune, Monk, Wilt 
liams (Hamilton), \Craig (Glengarry), and 
Sinclair, who supported the second reading ; 
and Messrs. Macdonald, McCall, Hamilton, 
Meridith, and Scott (North Grey, in fayor 
of the amendment. On a division the 
amendment was lost by yeas, 12 ; nays, 38, 
and the Bill was then read a second time.

against a candidate must be sent in within 
amonth from the day of election or they 
will be barred. Within two months a full 
account of the expenses is to be handed by 
the agent to the Returring Officer, and pub- 
lished by him in a hewspaper circulating in 
the district, O. an clection being poli: 
tioned against, tho candidate—either petic 
tioner or respundent—may be examined 
on oath by or before a County Judge 
or Registar, the object being to avoid if 
possible the expense of taking the case into

ceedings. The depositions so taken may 
be used if the case still goes to trial, Where 
ascrutiny is demanded it may, by order

It has been known for Some time that | reilway through British North America | loads. 


an effort has been made to bring some of 
the vast iron deposits in our back country 
into the market. Several parties have 
lately been here from the other’ side of 
the line negotiating with holders of these 
ores, and at last negotiations have been 
entered into that look as though some- 
thing might come of it. With this end 
in view there is being the necessity felt 
for a new railway into the interior of 
this county, and Mr. A. F. Wood, late 
Warden of the County, as we learn, is 
now in Toronto to ascertain what may he 


Session. The project is to connect with 
the Grand Junction at Lukes and run to 
Madoc Village, and thence back, crossing 
the Ottawa and Quebec, and tapping the 
iron district at points where it may be 
opened. . Only some fifteen miles of road 
would be necessary to affect this pnrpose 
through « couutry not particularly diffi- 
cult, Itis needless to say that in this 
enterprise Belleville is deeply interested, 
The Ottawa and Quebec road will ul- 
timately be built—it is thought at an 
early day, which will intersect the King- 
ston and Pembroke, The effect of this 
road and its connection will be to give 
Kingston the advantage of the carrying 
trade resulting from this enterprise, which 
in the intevestsof our rising city must not 
be permitted. Belleville is the natural 
outlet and cannot afford to be indifferent 
to a scheme of this kind. We, therefore, 
rogret to learn that Mr. Wood, from be- 
ing late in the field, is not succeeding as 
desired, and may be compelled to come 
home without securing his purpose, We 
have always looked with suspicion on the 
projection of a road running cast and 
west through the rear of our County, but 
in the absence of operations in the iron 
district the detriment to this frontier 
inust have remained comparatively un: 
important ; but the phase chunges at once 

with the possible opening of the ison 
beds by thrifty business men, and it be- 
comes our duty to speak out and urge a 
counteracting influence.

“wo great national improvements are en. 
gaging the attention of the people of Oana- 
da. We allude to the Canadian Pacific 
Railway and the enlargement of the canals 
to the capacity of vessels of 1,000 or 1,200 
tons, We mean no disrespect to that na- 
tional feeling developing in Canada when 
we suggest that it would be unwise for them 
to attempt to construct both works at the 
same time. 

Unless promoted by the strong, control- 
ling principle of nationality, any immediate 
and serious effort to build a continental 


must appear to all sensible men not only 
a commercial and financial blunder, but a 
positive absurdity. The route for several 
hundred miles between the present western 
terminus of the Canadian railways and 
Fort Garry, in Manitoba, lies through a 
desolate country north of Lake Superior. 
It will cost one hundred millions of dollars, 
at least, to build this section of road, and, 
when finished, so severe are the winters, 
that it is doubtful whether it can be ran for 
several months in the year. If completed 
to-day, itis quite certain that the entire re- 
ceipts of the road would not pay the men 
to run the trains. West of Fort Garry, to 
the Rocky Mountains, the road will run 
through the Assiniboine and Saskatchewan 
Valleys, than which there is no finer sec- 
tion for agricultural purposes ot equal ex: 
tent on this continent. West of the moun- 
tains the route must bend far north to fol: 
low the windings of Fraser River, and for 
500 to 800 miles the cost of the road will 
be scarcely less than that on the north 
shore of Lake Superior.,. Our Pacific Rail- 
way cost 240,000,000, and the Canada 
roud cannot be built for less than an addi: 
tional 3100,000,000, True, we have had a 
Credit Mobilier with immense stealings, but 
can the Canadians escape a similar calamity ? 
Even England could net afford the money 
to sink in an enterprise which, for more 
than a generation, must prove a sinking 
coucern of the largest proportions. Neod 
we point to the Canadian experience with 
with the Grand Trunk Railway, built 
through the very heart of Canada, and 
attracting a large business from this side of 
the line, to assure them that our judgment, 
if not disinterested, is entirely just. 

For access to Manitoba and the splendid 
country between it and the rocky Moun: 
tains, the Canadians have now the free use 
of our railways on the same rates precisely 
for freights and passengers that we enjoy. 
Instead of spending a hundred millions or 
more to build a road through the desolate 
artic regions, north of Lake Superior, they 
have the use of these roads on the same 
terms for on indefinite period to come. 
From the Northern Pacific, or the Pembina 
Branch of it, they should build a line next 
summer, as we believe they have arranged 
todo to Fort Garry. Thence, as population 
increases, they will extend it up the Valley 
of the Saskatchetwan, to their own great 
advantage, aud that of this country as well, 
A single decade will be likely to require 
the completion of this road to the base of 
the Rocky Mountains.

ood deal has been said about line-fences ; 
at one time the use of orange was 
thought to be the thing, but it will not 
stand our climate;; the English thorn does 
not appear to be hardy enough either. Our 
cousins across the lake toll us they had 
discovered the thing we wanted in the shape 
of a wonderful willow that would grow like 
Jack the giant-killer’s bean stalk and make 
a fence in no time; but it turned out a 
miserable failure after all I tried sowing 
apple seeds in double rows, twelve or four- 
teen inches apart, pretty thiok, it makes a 
tuch better fence than the willow as it is 
much stiffer and uhrows outan abundance of 
stiff spurs or branches from bottom to top. 
In my opinion it would make the best line 
fence of anything T am acquainted with, 
But whether it would do for farm fencing 
or not, I could not say ; most of our cattle 
have run Jess or more in the woods, and 
haye learned to force themsélves through 
brush and such like obstructions ; the Old 
Country cattle get no such training, and a 
hedge to them is a formidable barrier, 
through which they seldom attempt to pass. 
As far as the writer's observation goes, he 
thinks there is no ‘available material equal 
to the wire fente for cheapness, lightness 
and durability. It is particularly well- 
adapted for road-side fences, running north 
and south, as the wire affords no shelter 
for the formation of drifts in any direccion 
to obstruct travel or the hauling of heavy 


The way our rail fences are now, our 
side-roads aye’ often drifted full, ‘and to 
keep them properly open through the win- 
ter would absorb a good dealof the ata- 
tute labour, as every blow would fill the 
track again. It frequently happens that 
the unfortunate tinveller has to open a way 
for himself through the fields, to the great 
disgust and annoyance of the owner of the 
premises, who often complains that his 
fences are not garefully opened and many 
of his rails get yokes. ‘The unfortunate 
Pathmaster is often placed ina disagree- 
able position, as people do not like ‘their 
fences opened anda road made through 
their fields, as it often happens that the 
fields will get bare of snow before the road 
is fit to travel, and their meadows, pas- 
tures, and sometimes fallsown yrain, gets 
badly cut up before the roudway is ‘fit to 
use. 


Besides these drifts are a great in 
jury to the road, as the melting snow soaks 
the road and keeps it wet and muddy quite 
late in the Spring.

within the reach of the unfortunate. Ho 
was 80 bonumed with cold, however, that 
ho was unablo to keep a firm grasp of it, 
and in nis desporation ho clatched it with 
his teeth. ‘The experiment was successfal 
and he held on with all the energy that 
hope gavo him until he was hauled within 
tho reach of the grasp of the men on the 
shore. In the meantime a ladder was 
lowered and the poor fellow o ompletely ex- 
hausted and bopumed with the cold’ was 
hauled out of the water and carried to a 
place of safety. Ho was 8u0n recovered 
by tho use of proper rostoratives and is 
good for many o day’s work yot.—Qitqiwa 
Citizen,

On the assembling of the House yestor: | 
day, the Attorney Genoral introduced a | 
Bill to amend the Public and High school 
Act. The House thon went into Com- 
mitteo on the Inebriate Asylum Bill. Mr. 
Pardeo had decided, on representations 
made to him, to reduce the term of Com- } 
pulsory residence from one to two years, 

nd an amendment has been made in the | 
Bill accordingly. With someslight amend- | 
ment the soyeral remaining clauses wore | 
passod, and the House went into Com: | 
mitteo on the Law and Equity Bill. The dis- 
cussion of the clauses occupied a consider- 
ablo portion of the setting. Tho order of 
the day for the second reading of the 
Income Franchise Bill was discharged on | 
the motion of Mr. McKellar. In with: 
drawing the Bill, Mr. McKellar remarked 

that the matter was not one pressing for 

immediate settlement, but would no doubt 
occupy a considerable portion of the time 
of the House if the Bill were proseeded 
with. In view of this, and having regard 
to the large amount of business to to le 
ee of during the present Session, he 
had degided tg postpone the measure for a 
year, when it could be discussed in con- 
nection with the Ballot Bill. The Bill re. 

lating to offical securities and obligations 
vas read a second time, Mr. Cameron ex 
pressing his approval of the measure, 

Mr. Crooks then moved tho second read: 
ing of a Bill to eneble the Port Perry and 
Whitby Railway to share in the Benefits of 
the Railway Fund. He explained the ex- 
ceptional circumstances under which the 
Company was excluded by the letter and 
not by the spirit of the law from participat- 
ing in the advantages of the Fund, and an- 
swered the objections thay might be raise- 
ed to this measure being regarded os a 
public Bill. The question being mooted, 
the Speaker ruled that it was a public Bill. 
Hon. Mr. Camoron believed that the Bill 
was being pressed upon the House because 
the Railway passed through a county re: 
presented by strong supporters of the pres! 
ent Government. If this principle were to 
bo carried out generally, there were other 
lines equally entitled to consideration, Mr, 
Rykert opposed the Bill. 

Mr, Bethune believed that political feol- 
ing actuated Mr, Rykert’s opposition to the 
Bill. He showed that the circumstances of 
the line in question were very peculiar, and 
that it came within the scope of the Rail- 
way Fund Act so far as its object and dis 
rection were concerned, It was most unjust 
to insinuate that the members for the 
County of Ontario wanted to bribe from the 
Government, ‘Their conduct showed the 
contrary. Mr. EZ, B. Wood showed that 
the whole railway system of Canada had 
been more or less indebted t» Government 
aid. He had been from the first favorable 
to granting aid to the Whitby and Port 
Perry line, and was rejoiced the Govern- 
ment had the courage to come down with a 
proposition to that effect. Mr. 8.0. Wood 
showed the yalue of the Whitby and Port 
Perry line, as 2 competitor to lines pre- 
viously existing, in reducing rates, and by 
that means enhancing the value of the pro:

A proposal to make it 
compulsory upon the municipalities instead 
of Feats, fs at present, to erect Houses 
of Industry or Refuge, excited a warm de- 
bate, and was lost upon a vote being taken. 
The proposal that the Government should 
control the salaries of the keepors of gaols, 
raised another passing storm. The discus- 
sion of other clauses occupied the House 
till its rising at a late hour.

Tu moving for a returnof all Acts of the 
Ontario Legislature that have been dis: 
allowed by the Governor-General, Mr, 
Bethune explained the inconveniences re: 
sulting from the absence of any legal 
authority for determining questions of a 
constitutional character arising out of the 
conflicting jurisdictions of the Federal and 
Provincial Governments. He urged that 
steps should be taken by the Ontario 
Government to bring the question before 
the Ministry at Ottawa, with a view to 
establishing, by an amendment to the 
Confederation Act, a Court before which 
appeals should be had easily and prompt- 
ly. Mr, Mowat admitted the importance 
of the suggostion. After a few words from 
Mr, Oameron, the motion was agreed to. 
Another motion of Mr. Bethune’a for a 
return of the settlers residing in and 
patents issued in the Township of Hagarty, 
Sherwood, Jones, Richards and Burns, in 
the south riding, of Renfrew, also raised 
some discussion being opposed by Messrs- 
Madonald. Cameron, Rykert,and Boultbee, 
but warmly supported by Mr. E. B, Wood 
and the Attorney:General, It was finally, 
agreed to without a divison, Tho remain 
der of the business up to recess was with- 
out inuch general interest. 

At the evening sitting the Bill to amend 
the Charter of the Toronto and Nippissing 
Railway was considered in Committee, An 
amendment of Mr. McRae to compel the 
construction of at least ten miles of road 
per annum was discussed and lost.

Moreover, 
as I was only just recovering from a severe 
illness—brought on by drinkiog incautious- 
ly some of the detestable riyer-water—I 
was not in the raost charming temper or in 
the highest spirits.

There being one or two trains during the 
day which run through to Berlin, you may 
imagine that they were usually well filled 
with passengers. After taking my ticket, I 
took a survey of the compartments. They 
were all occupied, Just as had decided on 
going into one of them, which held four 
persons, I was asked in French, by a man 
evidently excited and hurried, whether this 
was the train for the Continent. I replied 
in the affirmative, and he, a friend of 
his, and myself, took our sents. The 
whistle sounds and we start, Let me here 
explain to you the construction of the car- 
riages, which differ from those of both Eng- 
land and America. A door opets in the 
middle of the side of the carriage, On en: 
tering this door you go straight forward for 
about a yard; to the right and left of you 
are two other passages, at the ends of each 
of them being a door, The door opens int 
tu compartments extending the whole width 
of the carriage, and capable of seating about 
eight persons each, Facing the main on- 
trance is a coupe to hold four pecple. You 
will understand, then, that, supposing the 
middle compartments to be empty, persons 
occupying the two end compartments are 
separated from one another by two doors 
and a long passage—renders it impossible 
to overhear what is said or done in either 
place. Lf you will keep this in mind, you 
will readily undoratand what I am about to 
relate to you. Ioxamined my two com- 
panions over the top of a newspaper. One 
was ao fair, tall, strongly-built man, with 
moustache and beard ; the other dark, with 
the air of a Frenchman about him, Both 
were well, yet plainly dressed, but with an 
amazing profusion of rings on their fingers, 
set with diamonds, evidently of great value, 
or eJso of no value at all. .

its objects. In this we have had an ad- 
ditional reason to enter a protest against 
the Institution and to endeavor to counter 
act its influence ; but hitherto Reformers 
have not thought it wise to discuss the 
proprieties of the Order or pronounce 
against its proselyting tendencies. Those 
who are prominent in the Order are 
doubtless sincere, not alone in their prin- 
ciples, but in their politics ; they seem to 
be impressed with the belief that the 
Papacy requires a counteracting element 
to keep it in check, and like other organ- 
izations and “isms” it may exist in this 
free country and prosper without con- 
Bulting those whose opinions do not 
accord with it in its religious tenets or its 
politics. We regret the debate from the 
asperities called out. It would appear 
that some other means might have been 
adopted to carry out the purposes of the 
association than those proposed. A gen- 
eral act now exists under which the 
powers songht might have been secured ;

“ONTARIO LECI SLATURE, 


SECOND PARLIAMENT, —SECOND SESSION, 


Friday, March 7. 

Tho apparently harmless motion of My. 
Pardoo, tho Chairman of the Priyate Bills 
Committees, for tho reception of ono of its 
reports, raised yoterday afternoon ono of 
tho most animated Gebates of tho session. 
The castern and western sections of the 
Orange body in Ontario are both seeking 
incorporation. On Wednesday the Private 
Bills Committe reported against tho for- 
mer ; yesterday they reported in favonr of 
tho latter, The apparent contradiction was 
owing to a little differenco in the composi: 
tion of the Committeo on the respective oc 
casions, tho vote in both cases having been 
a very close one. 
The motion yesterday was for the recep- 
tion of the first of the two reports, ‘lo 
this Mr, Merrick moved an amendment re- 
ferring back the report to the Committee, 
with instructions to them to report to the 
House the causes of their decision. Mr. 
Macdonald thereupon moved an amend: 
ment to tho amendment, inutructing the 
Committee to declare the preamble proven 
and proceeded to consider its several 
clauses. Neither gentlemen said moro 
than a few words, 
Mr. Fraser, in a speech of great eloquence 
aud ability, and evidency dictated by deep 
feeling, argued against tho proposed legis: 


man :

Municipal Loan Fund. 


This long leoked-for proposition for 
‘the settlement of the Municipal Loan 
Fund is now before the country. ‘The 
address in which Attorney General 
Mowat introduced his resolutions to the 
House was one of the most lucid exposi- 
tions of a intricate problem ever offered 
to the consideration of a Tegislative body, 
The labor expended in preparing it must 
have been very exhausting, and the 
country cannot but feel grateful to the 
honorable leader of the Government for 
the pains taken in the promises, for the 
completeness of the project, for the close 
adherence to the few rules applied, and 
for the masterly manner in which he has 
mastered the whole subject. Certainly 
no one can charge the display of a parti. 
zan spirit, end if any locality feels dis- 
yrvecd wu comtprain they must do so with 
the laws of equation that awards to them 
less than they hoped to receive rather 
‘than a violation of a rule to fayor this 
municipulity, or to do less than justice to 
that one. ertain principles were first 
laid down which will be found in the 
resolutions published in this issue, and on 
these the apportionments are made.

day session. At the opening several mem- 
bers drew attention to inaccuracies in the 
schedule attached to the Municipal Loan 
resolutions, the sums representing the two 
dollars allowance being less than in many 
cases the municipality benefitted would, 
according to population, be entitled to, 
The Attorney-General admitied the 
errors which, of course, will be immedi- 
ately corrected.

Bill being moyed, which gives powers to the 
Goyernment to expend $200,000 in Drain

The First Outrage o1 the Session. 


The vote in the Dominion House on 
Thursday night last has not lost its sig- 
nificance to this country nor will it do 
so for some years to come. Aside from 
the legul aspects of the case the merits of 
the question are important to every voter 
in this country and not more so to every 
aspirant for political honors. The ques- 
tion involyed—Has a returning officer 
the right to say what the qualification of 
a Representative of the House shall be? 
Has he a right tc interpret the law to 
make or unnake Representatives } Has 
he any rights in the premises beyond the 
routine duties the law imposes upon him 
are pertinent, not alone to the present 
time and case, but to all time and all 
circumstances} If these questions be 
answered in the negative how is his eon- 
duct to be dealt with by the country? 
Has a returning officer violating a law 
more rights than any other criminal who 
violates a law? All these points ure in- 
yolved in the West Peterboro election 
case. The facts of this case. may be 
stated in afew words, At the last gen- 
eral election Mr. William Cluxton ran 
for that Riding in the interests of the 
Government and Mr. John’ Bertram was 
his opponent against the Government. 
Mr. Bertram received 745 votes and Mv. 
Cluxton 405. On the day of nomination 
the Returning officer alleges that he de- 
manded the certificate of qualification of 
each candidate. Mr. Cluxton claims to 
have heard the demand and complied 
with the request ; but Mr. Bertram de- 
nies that the demand was made, and 
hence, resting in the law as it reads, viz: 
“T, A. B., do declare and testify, &ec., 
&e. Therefore, every such candidate, 
WHEN PERSONALLY REQUIRED, as afove- 
said, to make the said declaration, shal), 
before he shall be elected, give a certifi- 
cate of qualification, &c.,” failed tomake 
the certificate. He claimed not to have 
been personally required. Indeed, Weing 
seized of ample property to qualify him 
to hold the seat and the practice of de- 
manding the certificate nob being usual 
he appears not to have thought the for 
mality of any consequence. After the 
election, however, acting on ew purte ad- 
vice, the Returning Officer refused his 
certificate to Mr. Bertram and declared 
in his return to the Clerk of the Crown 
the election of Mr. Cluxton. The whole 
country was outraged by the presumption 
of this partizan official and friend and 
opponent alike stood aghast. Finally it 
was reported that the course pursued had 
been adopted on the advice of Mr. Har

THE CAUSE OF THE DJSASTER—ATROCIOUS 
CONDUCT OF THE SPANIA 


_ We learn froma Madrid correspondent 
of the London Times some particulars of the — 
loss of the Northfleot, and the cowardly and 
inhuman conduct of the captain of the 
Spanish steamer which collided with her, 
It seems that this man forgo: at the mor 
ment he steamed away from the disaster, 
that he'carried on board his vessel three’ 
witnesses who could nut either be coerced 
nor suborned into a denial of the facte. 
These were tho two engineers and a passen- 
ger, named respectively Bethell, Goodeve 
and Bell, all Englishmen. Tho passenger, 
Mr. Bell, describes to the correspon ent : 
the voyage from London to Antwerp ; the 
stay there, where they loaded about 500 — 
tonsof iron rails for Lisbon, and other 
cargo for Gibraltar and Malaga, leaving” 
Antwerp on the 2ist of January ; put inte 
Flushing that night ; landed Channel pilot 
and master at about 9 p. m. of the 22d, at 
Dover. An hour and a hall afterward, 
being in his berth in the second engineer's 
room on deck, he heard unusual noises and 
commotion, and instantly felt the shock of 
a collision, which knocked him out of the 
berth. ‘The second engineor, who was 
standing by him, exclaimed, “ For God ‘8 
sake, put on your things, as we are into a 
ship |” Mr. Goodeye slipped on his frous: 
ers and ran on deck, He found they were 
just clear of the ship, and basking astern.

of ‘Don't leave us! send boats!” He and 
Mr. Goodeve replied, ‘‘No ; we shall not 
leave you.” All this time tho captain and 
boat-swain were on the bridge, Ina few 
moments Mr, Bell was horrified to find they 
wero steaming down the Channel, without 
stopping to mako any inquiries or to render 
any assistance.

The History of Cotton. 


(From the New York Bulletin.) 


A new work entitled the ‘Chronological 
and Statistical History of Cotton,” has just 
been published in this city by Mr. E. J. 
Donnel. It embodies some very valuable 
facts and statistics relative to the rise, pro- 
gress and present condition of cotton in- 
dustry in this and in-gthpr countries, and 
combines a vast amount of information that 
will be appreciated by business men and 
even by statesmen. For the policy of great 
nations is now influenced toa greater or 
lesser extent by the necessities occasioned 
by this great staple, and treaties dre made 
or broken in accordance with its real or 
supposed interests. From small beginnings 
the cotton trade has yrown to be a great 
power in the world, In Europe and in the 
United States it is estimated that a total of 
7,000,000 bales of cotton, valued at $400,- 
000,000 in gold, 1s now consumed every 
year. By the varions processes of manufac- 
ture, this raw materi] is increased in yalue 
6 per cent, leaving a given total of $2,000, - 
000,000 over and above the cost of produc- 
tion, to be divided among merchants, ship: 
pers, manufacturers and dealers, The his- 
tory of the deyelopment of this vast indus:

agree with his philosophy, which appears to 
bo rather far-fetche¢ and strained, we cheer-

A. F, Wood, Esq., is out in a letter, 
on the redistribution of the Municipal 
Loan Fand. He is, of course, annoyed 
that the claims he urged upon the Gov- 
ernment have been overlooked, and he 
points in strong terms to what he regards 
as the “vough justice” that is beiug met- 
ed out to Belleville and Hastings, With 
some of his strictures we quite agree;

with the distribution, He also charges 
that the Government has sanctioned a 
policy of repudiatien, which he must 
know they have not done, What of that 
character is manifest, and there is an im- 
mense sum left in the hands of the bor- 
rowers, is the work of the old Parliament 
of Cunada and not of the Ontario Gev- 
ernment.

We see that the Premier of Newfound” 
land has. dissolved Parliament and is 
now appealing to the people on the ques 
tion of Confederation. We -pray they 
may withhold their hand. Our experi 
énee in this direction is discouraging and 
the smaller the colony the wider the dif 
ficulty, the greater the demand and the 
more ephemeral the arrangement.

School. After the disestablishment of 
the fish Church the satisfactory settle- 
ment of Academical education was ine- 
vitable. Some years ago the late Sir 
Nobert Peel endeavored to settle the ques- 
tlon by the establishment of the Queen’s 
University, comprising colleges at Bel- 
fast, Cork, and Galway: ‘These institu- 
tions were purely non-denominational, 
and were calied by Daniel O’Connell' the 
Godless Colleges. Afterwards the Catho- 
lies established a University in Dubiins— 
for which they have been refused a 
charter by successive Governments, The 
Presbyterians also established a College 
at Londonderry, called the Magee Col- 
lege. ‘Trinity College has always been 
open to all denominations, but the high- 
est prizes, viz., Fellowships and Scholar- 
ships were confined to the members of 
the Church of England. Thus it will be 
seen that Mr. Gladstone had a herculean 
task Lefore him in order to satisfy tho 
deiyands and expectations of opposing 
parties. His idea was to make Trinity 
College a National University, similar 
to the University of Toronto, where stu 
dents of all denominations might receive 
an academical education, and be cligible 
for the Lighest honors and prizes, 

This Bill provided that Trinity Col 

lege,the Magee Colleye,two of the Quecn’s 
Colleges, aud the Catholic University 
were to be affiliated to the University 
of Dublin Tt alone’ was to haye the 
ower of conferring degrees.

I can not hope to catch the varying empha:

DR. SANGSTER’S LECTURE, 


Quite a largd audience assembled in On- 
tario Hall, Friday evening, to listen to Dr. 
Sangster, late Head Master of the Normal 
School, Toronto, On the platform we 
noticed John Johnston, Superintendent of 
Schools, Chairman, and Profs, Macoun, 
McGann and Dawson. 

Mr. Johnson introdwoéd the lecturer amid 
great applause, 

Dr. Sangster, after a few introductory 
remarks, said that. education had become 
the key note of the age. Jn older times the 
advanced minds gave some notice to it, and 
all reforms of to-day turn their attention 
towards education. The desire for educat 
tion seems to be rapidly spreading over the 
whole world. Tho Unitetl States had been 
paying « large shara of attention to it, and 
Canada, no small amount, Germany was 
undoubtedly the most advanced conntry in 
regard to education. During the last war 
98 per cent of the German forces could read 
and write, while only 48 per cent of the 
French forces had any education at all, and 
no wonder they could not stand before the 
German forces. Theamount that was paid 
in France for military education was 90 per 
cent, while ouly 4 per cent was given for 
the advance of education, in France and it 
was not possible for a nation to ftourish 
whoj}did that. 

In the bright dawn now awakening, the 
cause of education must enter largely into 
the perceptions of those governing a country, 
but education, intelligence, culture, civil 
and religious rights and purity of laws was 
our desire, and that desire lay at the portal 
of the common school house—the nursery 
of national greatness, to accomplish that 
end. If education was good for an individ: 
ual the same rule applied to a mass, and it 
was as indispensible to them. Intelligence 
was better than inuscle; it enables us to 
think, increases the wealth of a nation, and 
removes from our midst the most pro- 
lific source of crime and brings true happi- 
ness to all who possess it. Intelligence 
has led woman to seek a higher education, 
and fit herself more properly for the rear- 
ing of her children, 

Ontario had a great deal to be proud of, 
and one great source of pride was her admi: 


rable school system, by which even the}| q@ 


poorest can obtain an education He had 
travelled through the United States, and 
after an unprejudiced and impartial exami 
nation, he thought the educational system 
of Canada was equal to that of any State 
in the Union. They surpassed usin the 


elegance of their school houses, and in the trance, front door,

ing of the bills and affixing tho signatures, 
and each bill must have required a series 
of feats in successful forging. Some were 
backed by several acceptors, so that there 
might easily be half adozen signatures ona 
single bill, yet the bills were so perfect 
that not one of them was questioned on 
the ground of the acceptances not appear- 
ing genuine. Butthe man who had ex- 
erted a skill, foresight and perseverance 
sufficient to insure the unhesitating accept- 
ance of forged bills and could not escape one 
trivial blunder, which revealed tho whole 
plot.

Return Respecting the Intercolonal 
Railway. 

The return laid before Purliament on 
this subject by Mr. Langevin, brings the 
statement of the affair of this road down to 
the 28th February. It shows that the total 
outlay to that date was $13,245,022. Con\ 
tracts had been giyen}for the construction 
of forty-five locomotives, six first class cars, 
two second-class ditto: two mail cars ; 
two hundred and twenty box, and three 
hundred and twenty-five platform cars. 
All the locomotives are adapted to a change 
of guage. The sums paid for engineers 
and surveys to the 28th February, were in 
all $1,021,557. The expenses of manage— 
ment were $98,506. The Commissioners 
say they haye made certain changes in the 
route of the road and the character of the 
work, in order to meet the wishes of the 
contractors,—a concession on accovn’ of 
the great advance in the cost of labour, 
They have also made advances to a number 
of contractors to enable them to continue 
works which] muat otherwise have been 
discontinued. ‘These advances, however, 
are to be deducted from the total amount 
of contracts—if, it may be added, they are 
not balanced by allowances for © extras, 
The firms which haye received adyances 
are S. E. Macdonald & Oo., 370,000 ; 8.
